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(57) Abstract: An absorptive article (1), comprising a liquid-permeable top sheet (2) positioned to come into contact with a human 
body, a liquid-impermeable back sheet (3) positioned on the opposite side of the top sheet (2), and an absorbent (4) interposed 
between the top sheet (2) and the back sheet (3). Three-dimensional gathers (6) are formed of folded parts (32) formed by folding 
the back sheet (3) to the top sheet (2) side generally along the longitudinal both side edge parts of the absorbent (4) and nonwoven 
fabric at least partly stuck on the folded parts (32), and the free ends (62) of the three-dimensional gathers (6) are formed of the 
nonwoven fabric. 
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
